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THE BATTLE OF 
THE MARNE > 


How Germany Discounted Defeat: 
Von Kluck’s Part 


On no other battle in the history. 
of the .world, not even on Waterloo 
or Cannae, have so many books and 
articles been written as on the Battle 
of the Marne. For two decades 
have 
been - discussing what ‘mistakes on 
one side and what forces on the other 
brought to grief the ‘lightning war” 
planned by the German Army leaders 
—-the dream of a rapid and crushing 
attack, which is being dreamed once 
more at the present time. Enough 
has probably been written in Ger- 
man to stack a large room to the 
ceiling on the question whether or 
not old Von Kluck, in his reckless 
determination to get ahead of | the 
other Army commanders, marched 
forward too hastily and incautiously 
with his forces. Would he have 


reached Paris and crushed the enemy. 


if Lieutenant Colonel Hentsch had 
not brought instructions to withdraw 
all along the line? What a contrast 
between this mass of subsequent 
research and the scantly and inde- 
finite communications published at 
the time in those days of September, 
1914, communications which told 
the German nation no more than that 
the impending capture of Paris had 
been delayed a little by unforeseen 
impediments! Battle of the Marne? 
There was none! 


GERMAN REPORTS 


Announcements of victories had 
come unceasingly from G.H.Q. since 
the first day of the war. On August 
27 and 28, after the march through 


‘| Belgium, the military bulletin re- 


ported‘ “complete defeat of the Bri- 
tish Army,” and “victorious penetra- 
tion of the German Western Army 
into French territory.” On Septem- 
ber 4, ‘Coloriel General von Kluck’s 
cavalry has reached the outskirts of 
Paris. The Western Army has cross- 
ed the line of the Aisne and is con- 
tinuing the advance to the Marne... 
Rheims has been occupied without a 
blow.” On: September 3: “Maubeuge 
capitulated yesterday.” In between 
these came the news from the east 
of Hindenburg’s victory at Tannen- 


berg. The German public had fresh 


reasons every morning for hanging 
out the flags; without the slightest 
doubt, as many had prophesied, in 
the Foreign Ministry and the War 
Ministry among other places, — it 
would all be gloriously ended by 
Christmas. No wonder there was 
popular enthusiasm with this con- 
tinuous series of reports of success. 
On one of these days a long convoy 
of captured guns was brought into 


Berlin. We watched it from the win-, 


dows of the great painter Max Lie- 
bermann’s flat, ;close to the Bran- 
denburg Gate. There was a vast 
hurrahing crowd; it was a regular 


| triumphal procession already. 


At that time the military. censor- 
ship, in spite of its ‘excellent or- 
ganisation, did not maintain so keen 
a watch over public opinion as_ is 
done by its successors of to-day, and 


in these first months of the war not 
every channel was closed against the 
possible infiltration of disturbing . 
news. Occasional copies of foreign 
newspupers, especially from neutral 
countries, found their way into the 
country, and the editorial offices of 
the great German _— newspapers 
received telegrams from Holland, 
Scandinavia, and Switzerland. These 
had to be placed before the censor, 
but various things slipped through. 
Thus on the evening of September 
8, the day on which the German 
Army Command had confined itself 
to - reporting the capitulation of 
Maubeuge and tie capture of 40,000 
prisoners, ‘there came into various 
rewspaper offices the surprising news 
that a battle was raging outside 
Paris; the Freach left wing had come 
into conflict with the German right 
wing, and [4c British Acmy was 
joining in the attack. On the follow- 
ing day private telegrams told of a 
German withdrawal, a defeat on the 
Marne, a great victory for the French 
and British armies. 


DEFEAT DISCOUNTED 


Inquiries at the War Ministry, at 
the command offices in Berlin, and 
of other authorities met. with the 
simple reply that nothing was known 
of all this; obviously the alleged with- 
drawal was merely a carefully cal- 
culated strategic operation. Not 
until September 10 did a further 
bulletin come from G.H.Q. The Ger- 
man Army units that had advanced 
beyond the Marne, it announced, had 
been attacked by superior forces, and ‘ 
when the advance of strong enemy 
reinforcements was reported the 
Army Command had “recalled the 
wing” Cautiously worded as it’ was, 
and preceded and followed by splendid 
news from, the east-and by descrip- - 
tions of the entry into Rheims, there 
was still a danger that it might tend 
to damp the enthusiasm of the pub- 
lic; accordingly, on September 12 
and 14 the Supreme Command an- 
nounced. that the battle in the west 
was continuing and pursuing a fav- 
ourable course; “the news unfavour- 
able to us which the enemy = are 
spreading by all possible ‘methods is 
false.” Thereafter there was no 
further mention of any fighting on 
the Marne. 


Even so well-informed ta person 
as Courit Monts wrote to me on that 
very September 14 that “things are |

A BLOW TO THE HIGH 
COMMAND 


The event was apparently taken 
far less lightly at G.H.Q. This was 
evident from. a letter which I re- 
ceived, at about the same time as 
Count Monts’s optimistic prophecy, 
from a high official of the Foreign. 
Ministry, whose name I will not give 
as he is still living. He was in 
attendance on the Kaiser, with Chan- 
cellor van Bethmann-Hollweg, as re- 
presentative of the ‘Foreign Minis- 
try. His letter also showed that 
G.H.Q. were discussing a war policy 
of a radically different nature from 
that which had so far been declared. 
“Under the impression of the events 
between the Aisne and Marne,” he 
wrote, rather dejectedly, it would be 
necessary when victory came (“but 
we have not got so far as that yet”) 
to impose on France conditions which 
should make her harmless for a 
long time to come. For it would 
. scarcely be likely to be possible “to 
get at Russia decisively.” I could 
have reminded my ‘correspondent that 
at the end of July he had said to 
me that the Russians had “no guns 
and no munitions.” Now, “under 
the impression of events,” the idea 
had emerged of letting the Russians 
off lightly, since there was no get- 
ting at them, seeking an early re- 
- eonciliation with the Tsar, and forc-" 
‘ing a decision only in the west. This 
was clearly the idea of General von 
Falkenhayn, the new Chief of Staff. 
It had no chance, however, of being 
carried out,, either then or in the 
years that followed, because Hinden- 
_burg and Ludendorff, Falkenhayn’s 
greater and more popular rivals, 
reaped victory after victory in the 


east, and had no inclination to forgo 


the results of thelr tremendous suc- 
cess at arms. 


GERMAN PROPAGANDA

The, Battle of the Marne 
had had no existence, and news of 
other things that happened beyond 
the encircling wall was _ similarly 
suppressed. In January, 1916, Prince 
Bulow, returning from a journey to 
Switzerland, voiced his disgust at 
this suppression, which was giving 
the German people a completely false 
idea of their situation, concealing 
from them the temper and the opin- 
ions of the ‘rest ‘of the world and 
allowing’ no suspicion ‘to arise of the 
nation’s immense peril.’ The inevit- 
able final awakening to the truth 
resulted at once in a breakdown of 
the national moral--and will .to resist. 
No encirclement is so dangerous a5 
the self-created encirclement result- 
ing from the sending out of hundreds 
of thousands of spies and the station- 
ing of a legion of frontier guards. A 
nation thus encircled with always be 
likely to.lose its balance and collapse 
when ‘the exaltation has vanished 
and the truth reveals itself.

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TO-DAY’S STRANGE STORY OF REAL PEOPLE 


NO. 82-THE MYSTERIOUS 
WENTWORTH CASE . 


' BY URSUS MAJOR 

“Mysteriously disappeared from the 
knowledge of men, at Washington, 
D.C., in July, 1862." a 

These words stand forth upon a 
monument erected in the little ceme- 
tery of Suncook, N.H. They per- 
petnate one of the most vexing of the 
many mysteries that grew out of the 
Civil War. 

Soon after Sumter was fired upon 
Suncook saw the bravest of her brave 
march forth to battle. Among those 
Spartan mothers bid them farewell 
as they passed southward, perhaps 
never to return again, was a farmer 
lad, Harvey B. Wentworth. Hs re- 
giment, the 19th New Hampshire 
Volunteers, passed through Washing- 
ton in July, 1862, crossed the Aque- 
duct Bridge which spans the Potomac 
and camped upon the Virginia hills, 
near to where Arlington Cemetery 
now houses the dead of the many 
battles of those bloody days. 

Like many another soldier in his 
regiment, young Wentworth received 
a day’s furlough to cross the bridge 
and view the sights of Washington. 
But .at the next roll call of Company 
D he was marked “Not Present’, For 
these words “Mysteriously Disappear- 
ed” were later substituted.. 

There was never the slightest sus- 
picion that Wentworth had deserted 
the colours. In fact every circurms- 
tance connected with the case pointed 
away from that possibility. A special 
court of inquiry after thoroughly sift- 
ing all of the evidence bearing upon 
the mystery reported that the youth 
did “disappear from mortal ken; but 
in view of his character and antece- 
dents we clear him from the charge 
of desertion and recommend that this 

. military record be regarded as with- 
out stain.” 

At the time of his disappearance, 
‘Wentworth was 20 years old. He had 
no bad habits. He was unusually in- 
telligent and inquisitive. If he had 
one weakness it was curiosity. The 
capital of his country, lying before 
him, across the blue Potomac, had 
thrilled him with anticipation before 
his turn came to gain his furlough 
and see its far-hearlded sights—the 
home of the President of the United 
States, which meant far more to a 
farmer’s boy like him than could the 
palace of any royal head Europe; 
the great Capitol with its houses of 
Congress, and the many classic build- 
ings filled with curios that he had 
heard described about the camp fire 
of evenings. 

There had been no unpleasant in- 
cident that could have caused Harvey 
any discontent. His captain was his 
cousin and his champion. He loved 
the soldier’s life especially now in 
midsummer when camping out was 
the joy of every stout-hearted youth. 

During: those exciting times, sen- 

‘tries were posted all along the route 
leading from the New Hampshire re- 
giment’s camp to the gates of the 
‘Federal City.. They -lined also every 
thoroughfare of that city itself and

formed about it a cordon through 
which no person might escape. No 
man in uniform, ‘especially, could pass 
one of these arguse-eyed sentries with- 
out displaying his pass and having 
it recorded. So when it came to a 
search for Wentworth, all of the 
sentries posted between the camp and 
Washington, within that city or sur-~ 
rounding it instructed to show their 
records; and thus the lost lad’s move- 
ments could be accounted for almost 
as exactly as if he had left a chalk 


mark behind him. In_ this way he 
was traced to the Capital Building, 
from which, all evidence points, he 
never emerged. i 

On entering the Georgetown end of 
the city he had shown his pass to the 
sentry and thence he had produced 
it along Pennsylvania Avenue. There 
was evidence that- he had been seen 
standing on the brow of Capitol Hill 
contemplating the Western panorama 
of the city spread below: About him 
masons and stone cutters at work 


-rinth of. partly-covered 


upon an extension of the Capitol were 


sweating beneath the merciless mid- .. , 


summer sun. Below him lay a laby-. 
’ excavations 
for the sub-basement of what is now 
known as the “West Terrace” a suc- 
cession of subterranean passages and 
storage spaces later surmounted by 
office rooms. 


The only plausible theory that hag 
ever accounted for the young soldier's 
disappearance is this: Like most boys, 
he perhaps had a passion for building 
operations and for climbing over 
wells and -precipitous places. While 
thus exploring these labyrinthine 
mazes he was overcome by heat or 
escaping gas, or simly lost his balance 
and fell into some dark abyss where 
he was walled up ‘and entombed by 
unwitting masons. 

Perhaps some archeaologist of the 
distant future, while digging into the 
ruins of our crumbled Capitol will 
come across these sealed bones and 
write a dissertation upon certain 
weird sacrificial rites practiced by the 
extinct Americans, within the home 
of Congress! 5 . 

Anxiety over the fate of the pro-~ 
mising young lifet thus so abruptly 
and strangely snuffed out caused the 
premature death of Harvey Went- 
worth’s parents shortly after his dis~ 
appearance. 

The monument which stands to his 
memory, in the little churchyard near 
his old home was erected by admir-~ 
ing friends. - .
